It is the duty of every one who is interested in 
hair preservation to learn enough about the sub­ 
ject to tell whether an advertisement for a hair 
remedy is reasonable or unreasonable.

IF YOT know that the claims for 
a hair remedy are unreasonable and untrue, that 
knowledge will save you money and prevent dis­ 
appointment.
